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Says It's A Christian Problem 


Anti-Semitism Seen As Dead Issue; 
We Don’t Have To Look Out For It 


INDIANAPOLIS (NJP) — Anti-Semitism in the United 
States is a “dead issue,” Rabbi Maurice Davis, spiritual 
leader of the Indianapolis Hebrew Congregation (Reform), 
asserted at a meeting of the local chapter of AZA last week. 


Rabbi Davis saw a bright 


future for his teen-aged audi- 


ence, predicting that anti-Semitism would not be as dangerous 
in its lives as it has been in the lives of the members of his 


generation. 


AntiSemitism is “a Christian, not a Jewish problem,” the 


rabbi asserted. 


Jews no longer need be on the lookout for 


anti-Semitism, but Christians must guard against it, from the 
standpoint of their own morality, he said. 

Rabbi Davis, formerly of Lexington, Ky., became spiritual 
leader of the Indianapolis Hebrew Congregation last March, 
following the resignation of Rabbi Maurice Goldblatt, who 
had served the congregation for the past 17 years. 





COUPLE TO LOSE DAUGHTER 
THEY’‘VE HID FOR 13 MONTHS

BOSTON, Mass.—The Jewish couple in hiding for 13 months 
with their 5-year-old adopted daughter, who the courts have or- 
dered returned to her natural mother, have probably come to the 


end of the road. 


The Massachusetts Supreme Court this week ordered Mr. and 


Mrs. Melville B, Ellis to return 
five-year-old Hildy McCoy to her 
mother within 30 days. The de- 
cision, handed down by Judge 
Stanley E. Qua, was on 22 ap- 
peals brought by the Ellis cou- 
ple. 

Judge Qua warned that if the 
Ellis couple did not return the 
child to its natural mother, Mrs. 
Marjorie McCoy Doherty, the 
court would dismiss all Ellis ap- 
peals. This, in effect, would give 
the custody of the little girl to 
her natural mother. 


The judge declared that the 
girl must be returned before the 
court will consider the Ellis ap- 
peals to keep her. 


The Ellises disappeared after 
having been ordered by the Nor- 
folk Probate Court to return Hil- 
dy to her mother. Constant ef- 
forts have not been able to re- 
veal their whereabouts. 

Massachusetts adoption law re- 
quires that a child be placed for 
adoption only with foster par- 
ents of the same religious belief 
as the natural mother.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The 
resolution © introduced into the 
Senate which would call on the 
United States to end restrictions 
by Arab governments against 
United States Jews, was consid- 
ered by the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee in executive 
session, , 

Senator Hubert Humphrey 
(D., Minn.), a member of the 
committee, tolg The POST that 
he was “strongly in favor of the 
resolution.” He added that he 
believed the United States gov- 
ernment must and will take ev- 
ery action necessary to protect 
the rights of its citizens and put 
“an immediate stop” to such dis- 
criminatory practices. 

The resolution, which was in- 
troduced by Sen, Lehman, would 
insure that “no United States 
citizen shall, solely because of 
religious affiliation or derivation 
be denied the advantages of trav- 
el, employment or trade, or any 
other benefit made possible by 
... treaty, convention or agree- 
ment.”

NEW YORK (NJP)—How a milling crowd of thousands of 
Jews crowded services in the Soviet Republic of Georgia, was told 
in a cable received here from Rabbi David Hollander, head of the 
Orthodox rabbinical delegation visiting Russia.. 

Rabbi Hollander estimated that approximately 100,000 Jews 


live in Georgia. 

The delegation visited 10 syna- 
gogues and not only were serv- 
ices jammed, but many young 
people were in attendance, The 
United States rabbis said they 
were received with great accla- 
mation. 

The cable asserted that the

“the most inspiring part of our 


journey thus far. .. .” 
The Georgian Jews. were 
Sephardim, and their number 


makes them the largest Sephar- 
dic community in the world out- 
side of Israel and North Africa.

WASHINGTON (WNS)—

Dulles was quoted as having 
said he expects to make a 
statement “denouncing dis- 
crimination against American 
citizens by foreign countries,”

The editorial then went on to 
declare that because “the Chief 
Rabbis are able to exercise cere 
tain force and pressure does not 
derogate from the moral respons 
sibility of seeking to make pede 
ple, by denial of facilities, pray 
in a manner which does not ful- 
fill their needs.” 


THE JERUSALEM 
which is a coalition council made 
up of the Yocialist Mapai and 
the Orthodox Agudah 


among others, failed to approve 
the building application for the 
Reform school. In the absence 
of Mayor Agron, the Council, 
under the chairmanship of Dep- 
uty Mayor Rabbi Moshe Porush, 
returned the application to the 
municipal building committee for 
further study.

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Reichert Quits, Charges Council 


Seems To Be Warring On Israel 


SAN FRANCISCO (NJP)—Whether the defection from the ranks of the American Council for 
Judaism this week of Rabbi Irving Reichert, an honorary vice-president, will or will not make any ap- 
preciable impact on the members of the anti-Zionist organization was anybody’s guess. 

Rabbi Reichert’s resignation was indicated in his criticism (NJP, June 15, 22, 1956) of the 
Council for the suggestien of its president that the United States authorities probe the United 


Jewish Appeal. 

The resignation teok the form 
of a letter in which he charged 
that the Council “seems deter- 
mined to create the impression 
that it is waging its own pri- 
vate war upon Israel and its peo- 
ple.” 


THE LETTER was addressed 
to Council President Clarence L, 
Coleman Jr., of Chicago. Reached 
in Chicago, Coleman said that 
Rabbi Reichert’s’ resignation 
“came like a bolt out of the 
blue,” ang that he was “rather 
unhappy to receive it.” He added 
that he could net make an offi- 
cial reply until he had conferred 
with officers of the Council. 

George L. Levison of this city, 
national vice-president, said the 
Council “has never taken an anti- 
Israel position.” 

Rabbi Saul White told the daily 
press here that “Rabbi Reichert’s 
resignation will cause a number 
of splendid people in the com- 
munity who joineg the Council 
under his influence to recognize 
how far afield the Council has 
gone in its attacks on the Amer- 
ican Jewish community and _Is- 
rael.” 


RABBI REICHERT’S letter 
called upon the Council to dis- 
solve or “call a halt to its ob- 
structionist campaign against the 
welfare and legitimate aspira- 


tions of Israel and its people.” , 


The letter questioned the Coun- 
cil’s sincerity in its avowal of 
sympathy for Israel. 

“To be sure, the Council has 
said that it wishes the State and 
people of Israel well. I ask you, 
what has it done to inspire con- 
fidence in the sincerity of this 
avowal? In all fairness, one can- 
not blame the American commu- 
nity for harboring the wide- 
spread impression that not only 
does the council not wish Israel 
and its people well, but that some

ACCADIA BEACH — This is the life! Even Israelis want a 
vacation from the routine of daily life, and when opportunity of- 
fers we choose to take on the role of tourist, and delight in the 
comforts and pleasures which are provided especially for the visi- 
tor to our shores. 

To tell the truth, tourists do not always enjoy and appreciate 
the facilities available to them. Their taxis rush 
hither and yon, up and down the country. They 
dash in and out of kibbutzim, hurry from Jeru- 
salem to Haifa, check off on their lists all the 
f institutions, villages, antiquities, hospitals and 
battle-sites. They stagger wearily into their 
hotels at late hours, wolf down a meal and climb 
into bed. At an early hour they are routed out 
again to make more mileage, and 10 days or 
three weeks later are rushed to the airport. They 
have “done” Israel. Our biggest export these 
days is exhausted, worn-out, half-sick tourists, 











ALPERT 
OF COURSE, there are interesting things to see in Israel, but 


the visitor must also learn to enjoy rest and relaxation. Our 
Mediterranean seashore is easily the rival of the Riviera, but until 
recently we have been keeping it a secret. Now we have also 
provided the facilities which can help a tourist enjoy his seashore 
vacation to the maximum. 

Take the new air-conditioned Accadia Grand Hotel, where more 
and more Israelis are beginning to live like tourists. It is no re- 
flection on other fine Israeli hotels to say that there is nothing 
Miami Beach about the Accadia. It is new and shiny, without be- 
ing gaudy. It is comfortable and modern, without being flashy. 
It is European and American hostelries at their best, but it is 
thoroughly Israeli in style and spirit. In fact, visitors who have 
come over on the new Israeli passenger liners, Zion or Israel, will 
at once notice a similarity of spirit, for the interior decorators of 
the boats were the same who were called in for the warm and 
interesting decor of the Accadia. E 


THE ARCHITECT, too, is an Israeli; the murals are by Is- 
raeli artists; the rugs in the rooms are by the famous weavers 
of Maskit, directed by Mrs. Dayan. The spirit is that of Israeli 
hospitality throughout. 

The Accadia opened its doors to the public only a year ago, 
but it has already created a stir in Israel’s hotel business. To 
have stayed at the Accadia is something of a mark of distinc- 
tion, for this is where one now meets many of Israel’s most dis- 
tinguished visitors. 

Interestingly enough, the Accadia is the creation of a group 
of South American businessmen, and of the 41 shareholders who 
brought it into being, most now reside in the country. They put 
an investment of over three million pounds into the venture, but 
they had in mind more than a hotel; they had an idea, and that 
idea is now beginning to pay off. For they have made an institution 
which utilizes the best and latest of: modern science, technology 
and engineering skill, and have woven it into-a pattern which is 
thoroughly Israeli, not merely an imitation of something foreign. 


OF COURSE, there is one danger to.a hotel like this. 
tourist who gets to like the waterfront, the air-conditioned dining 
room, the spacious lobbies, the dancing and floor show every eve- 
ning, might conceivably be induced to cancel his sight-seeing, and 
spend all his time at the Accadia. That would not be right and 
that would not be fair. There is more to see in Israel than is to 
be found here, but perhaps the reader can understand why so 
many visitors make this their headquarters and hurry back to 
Accadia, after a hot and dusty day on the road. 

Many of the top executives—at the front desk, in the dining 
room, in the kitchen, in housekeeping and in the office, are grad- 
uates of the.Hadassah Hotel Training School. It shows all along 
the line, and if all Hadassah’s achievements in Israel were to be 
forgotten save what it has done te train modern, efficient, courteous 
hotel staffs, it will have earned undying fame. 

BUT ASK ANYBODY who has been in Israel; the Accadia 
already has a loyal following, growing by the day. As for me, I'm 
going into the breakers for another dip; then up to the terrace 
for my afternoon chocolate cake, and then to my room for an air- 
conditioned nap. Funny thing, those rooms. It looks like an 
optical illusion, and perhaps physically impossible, but every room, 
even those on the sides, all face the sea. It’s not an illusion; it’s 
a stroke of architectural genius, and you have to see it to believe it.

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This may be bitter medicine 
for the advocates of equal rights 
for women, but the evidence at 
hand points to failure to make 
any real progress. Even worse 


than that, a step backwards. But 
let’s get down to cases. 

We won’t go too much into 
the subject of acquiring a hus- 
band, since this phase we've 
stressed before, but today’s pro- 
cedure whereby a girl must take 
her chances on catching a mate 
by her own charms, or else, sure- 
ly can’t match the past custom 
of family and community as- 
suming much of that burden, 
including a dowry, for her, Come 
now, which method do you hon- 
estly think is more advantageous 
for a young lady of marriageable 
age? Or for that matter a wom- 
an of any age, single, widowed 
or divorced. 

Now let’s go on to the real 
business of the husband-wife re- 
lationship. 


WHEN WE examine the mores 
and practices of our forefathers 
we come to the conclusion that 
our womenfolk showed a definite 
leaning toward tart tongues. For 
instance, their daughters learned 
well and early how to run a 
household, not by formal lessons 
but by actually._working in the 
kitchen alongside mama; ang the 
young miss was more likely to 
be told what she had done wrong 
in no uncertain terms, than how 
to do it right. (See “Life Is With 
People.”) Mama must have hand- 
ed down from generation to gen- 
eration the tendency to scold. 
Fact is, I bet she rather enjoyed 
it. Hadn’t she once caught the 
sharp edge of her own mother’s 
tongue? A 

This habit of tongue flaying 
wasn’t confined to children. Papa 
was just as convenient a candi- 
date, 


BUT JUST as daughter ac- 
cepted mama’s scolding as her 
just due, so was papa philosophic 
about it. In view of the way his 
relationship with his wife had 
developed with the years and the 
many hardships they both en- 
dured their poverty and struggle 
for a living, he couldn’t expect 
a wife (he must have reasoned) 
to be sweet tempered and lovey- 
dovey through all that. 

An anecdote draws out the 
lines of the shtetl attitude for us. 
In the volume of “Let Laughter 
Ring,” stories and jokes collect- 
ed from Jewish tradition by the 
late Rabbi Felix Mendelsohn, we 
read: 

“After the husband had told 
his story, the rabbi took him se- 
verely to task. ‘You should be 
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ashamed of yourself,’ he said; 
‘after having lived with your wife 
27 years, you want to divorce

her.’ ‘You are absolutely right,’ 
answered the husband. ‘I should

have come.to you much sooner’, 


DIVORCE actually figured sel- 
dom in such instances. The prac- 
tice, according to Life Is With 
People, was to use divorce as 
only ‘a last resort. One avoids 
it if possible . . . Moreover it 
carries a stigma for the individ- 
uals involved and for their fam- 
ilies. Because it is available one 
may be able to prolong an unsat- 
isfactory marriage without feel- 
ing trapped, and because it is so- 
cially undesirable one may put 
a perpetual brake on his dissat- 
tisfaction.” 

Do you have the picture in fo- 
cus? Then, let’s turn to today. 
Among our non-Jewish neighbors 
was a young couple with four 
young children who were born 
quite close to one another, It 
obviously was a strain and source 
of embarrassment to the mother. 
People just don’t have babies so 
frequently. And _ besides’ she 
minded not having the house as 
neat and orderly as is expected 
today. What with all this worry 
ang burden ,(including no maid) 
I understand her tongue got a 
bit tart. And I also must assume 
that she was less affectionate 
than she might be to the man 
of the house. Beside which she 
found little time or energy to 
primp. 

So? One morning she woke up 
to find herself divorced. Too late 
she realized that it was worse 
trying to raise four young ones 
alone. I must report that while 
the neighbors are sorry for her 
and the children, their father is 
censureg not at all for leaving. 
A man’s got a right to love and 
happiness goes today’s refrain. 
This divorce impressed us_ be- 
cause it was so close to home. 
But statistics tell of many more 
such wives, whose husbands have 
walked out in their search for a 
prettier face or more affection. 

You call that an achievement 
in the road to equal rights for 
women? I'll take grandma’s se- 
curity any time. 
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Columnists Say Its Move Toward Neutrality 





Buying Russian Oil Seen As Part Political 


NEW YORK’ (NJP) — The 
view that the transaction by 
which Israel purchased $20 mil- 
lion worth of oil from Russia 
is a move by Israel closer to 
neutralism was expressed here 
by Dr. Samuel Margoshes in his 
front-page column in The Jew- 
ish Day-Journal. 


Under the arrangement, Is- 
rael also bought oil - digging 
equipment and Soviet experts 


will go to Israel.to train local 
drilling crews in their use. 
“THERE IS NO DOUBT,” 
Margoshes wrote, “that for Is- 
rae] this is mainly a _ business 


transaction, but it would be less 
than candid to deny that it has 
its political implications as well. 
By accepting greater quantities 
of Russian oil plus a number of 
Russian technicians, Israel is 
undoubtedly moving closer to 
neutralism.” 

Margoshes explained the move 
on the grounds of Israel’s re- 
buff in her attempt to secure 
closer relations with the West. 

“FOREIGN MINISTER Moshe 
Sharett,” he asserted, “made it 
clear beyond the peradventure 
of a doubt that he regards Is- 
rael’s interests as_ inextricably 


bound up with the interests of 
the West, and went as far as 
asking the Western powers for 
a mutual defense pact. This re- 
quest, which in effect constituted 
a clear break with Israel’s pre- 
vious position of benevolent neu- 
trality, was rather bluntly re- 
jected by the West, which pro- 
ceeded to follow up its rejection 
by a denial of Israel’s ,applica- 
tion for defensive arms..” 

He added that “It is conceiv- 
able that the West’s outright re- 
jection of the mutual defense 
pact has had much to do with 
Israel’s present move.”

TOYNBEE MORE HISTORIAN 
IN NEW BOOK ON RELIGION 


AN HISTORIAN’S APPROACH TO RELIGION, by Arnold Toyn- 
bee, $5.00 (Oxford University Press). 
In view of previous slanted and conjectural volumes, it must 
be said that in his present volume Toynbee is more the historian 


than in his “historical’ works. 


His predilection for Christian 


apologetics and wild surmises concerning Judaism is hardly evi- 


dent. 
Pharisaism out of Muslim, Chris- 
tian, and Jewish hearts”; but 
he ends with the tolerant dec- 
laration: “We can _ believe in 
our own religion without hav- 
ing to feel that it is the sole 
repository of truth.” 

And early in the volume he 
admits that “the _ historian’s 
transcendence of self -centered- 


ness (as to religion) is never 
more than partial and imper- 
fect.” Furthermore, he pays 


his disrespect to the destructive 
elements of nature worship and 
the war-like propensities ~~‘ 
“parochial-community worship.” 

As to man worship, it is “the 
idolization of a_ self-sufficient 
philosopher”; “it is an error to 
worship Man at all.” It is wrong 
for a state to exploit one of the 
“higher” religions, or for a 
church to employ its seal to 
seize temporal power. “The 
Christian church did eventually 
translate its gospel] into terms 
of Hellenic philosophy.” 

Today, ‘Toynbee finds, with 
Bayle, that “religious conflict is 
sinful.” He quotes extensively 
from Bayle and others on the 
changes from hateful dogma te 
the truths and fraternal effects 
of science and technology — in 
recent centuries. And he posits 
“the essential truths and essen- 
tial counsels that are preached 
by all seven religions alike’’— 
three Judaic and four Buddhis- 
tic faiths. 

So that, though this historian 
still mentions the “Scribes and 
Pharisees” and the “Jewish 
God,” and describes the Jews as 
a people saved from permanent 
imperialism by Johanan_ ben 
Zaccai, he is not a harsh critic 


of Judaism, and his display of 
erudition renders his work jin- 
valuable to theologs of every 


faith.

of these Picard tales about the 
South German cousins of Polish 
Jewry is moving and impressive. 
The Lewisohn _ introduction 
stresses the kinship of these 
two communities of Israel, and 
lauds the author for having 
rescued the group he describes 
from oblivion. The stories range 
from the early 19th to the 20th 
Centuries. They recount not 
alone the disabilities and ac- 
cusations suffered by the Jews, 
but also some humorous _inci- 
dents. Above all, they portray 
the community in its proper re- 
ligious and social setting, and 
are most revealing when they 
describe the emotional processes 
of the characters. 

Note particularly the story of 
Raphael and the cruel wife who 
had driven forth an impecunious 
lodger. Raphael dies of contri- 
tion. But in other stories the 
lottery is won, and the soldier 
brother is found in life. Highly 
commended reading.

For over 20 years Miss Ze- 
ligs’ histories have proved the 
most popular and efficacious of 
their genre. They have sever- 
ally covered Bible times, the 
great middle period, modern 
days, and the Land of Israel. 
It is the middle story, covering 
the first 16 centuries of the 
common era, that has here been 


completely revised and rewrit- 
ten. The book’s method and 
imagery render it acceptable 
both as a reader and a pedagogic 
aid. There are _ illustrations, 
stories, anecdotes, and student 
helps. The general excellence

ELEMENTARY EDUCATION IN 
ANCIENT ISRAEL, by Elie- 
zer Ebner, $3.00 (Bioch). 
The ancient period discussed 


by Dr. Ebner is that of the 
Tanaim, from 10 to 220 C. E. 
The thoroughness of the study 


is attested by the chapters on 
background, the relationships of 
child, school, and teacher, the 
development of both schoo! and 
teacher, and the organization, 
curriculum, and methods’ em- 
ployed in those ancient academies 
for the very young. 

As is recognized by all his- 
torians of education, the Jewish 
effort was unique in its time, 
and developed the first schoo! 
system with “modern” ways and 


appurtenances. 
The author believes “that the 
elementary school] had become 


widely accepted by the time of 


the Bar Cochba revolt in the 
year 132 C. E.” He dilates upon 
the rabbinical insistence that 


teachers be honest and sincere, 
and good disciplinarians. He ex- 
plains the custom of beginning 
Pentateuchal studies with Lev- 
iticus as an earnest expression 
of faith.

» Rabbi Friedman has _ re- 
‘signeg to accept a pulpit in 
Sarasota, Fla. and we will 
need a replacement for him, 
as well as a rabbi to head 
the second circuit which we 
are now working on. 

When we engaged Rabbi 
Friedman, he ang Mrs. Fried- 
man ‘workeg as a team the 
first year and did a wonder- 
ful job together. However, 
they had a baby last year, 
which meant that Mrs. Fried- 
man could not travel with 
him and contribute to the 
program as she did the first 
year, Furthermore, the rab- 
bi himself felt that he ought 
to be at home more, and they 
recently decided that he 
should accept a_ position 
where he would be at home 
all the time. 

I should like for you, Gabe, 
to please write a story in 
your fine paper telling about 
this wonderful project that 
has done so much good for 
300 families, including many 
children, in 10 community 
areas scattered throughout 
the state of North Carolina. 

From my experience with 
the project during these two 
years, I am convinced that 
it is absolutely necessary 
that we get a young, married 
rabbi with no children, whose 
wife is capable and willing to 
assist in the work.

LEARNING TO TAKE CRITICISM 


On page seven of The Pilot, official 
organ of the Catholic Diocese of Boston 
i, published a seven-paragraph report of 
a survey of 104 ministers in a mid-West- 
ern area. 

The views of the 49 ministers who 
answered the questionnaire were highly 
anti-Catholic in that two-thirds of the 
respondents said Catholic schools tended 
to ‘violate democratic traditions,” while 
nearly 70 per cent replied that the priest 
strongly influenced the vote of the laity. 
In answer to another question, more 
than 90 per cent held the opinion that 
if Catholics ever became a majority in 
the United States, the nation would b-- 
come less democratic. 

Were results of a similar survey on 
the attitude toward Jews to have shown 
such damaging feelings in the general 
population there would not only be gen- 
eral consternation, but considerable de- 
moralization. 

This indicates the difference in the 
morale of the Jewish and the Catholic 
segments of the population. 

But fortunately, the Jewish group is 
becoming more normal, and news re- 
flecting a negative attitude toward them 
seems less upsetting. In time, the Jew- 
ish group will react exactly as the Cath- 
olics do—take these things in their-stride. 

One factor which tends to delay the 
time when Jews will return to a whole-

WHY ISRAEL IS A MATCH FOR THE ARABS 


Most recently a number of diplomats 
have dismissed IsraePs plea for strength- 
ening her armor by purchase of addi- 
tional war supplies with the statement 
that Israel’s war power as it now stands 
still guarantees her against defeat by 
the Arab states. 

This is indeed an accurate appraisal 
of the relative strength of the tiny Jew- 
ish state against the armed might of the 
Arab world. 

For even today—as Israel’s own of- 
ficials have declared — an Arab foray 
against Israel would result in the same 
kind of adverse decision as the Arabs 
garnered in their ill-fated attack of 1948. 

But what the Israel experts are say- 
ing is one thing, and what the outside 
diplomats are saying is something else 
again, and the difference is of the utmost 
importance. 


who are critical, is the use made by 
our national organizations of results of 
their surveys. 

These surveys are used either for 
fund-raising or organization-building pur- 
poses, and instead of the welfare of the 
Jewish group and its morale being the 
prime consideration, the needs of the or- 
ganization are often considered foremost. 

We recall one national Jewish organi- 
zation which made a survey in a Nev 
Jersey community, but which never to 
this date has released the survey, except 
certain parts of it. The POST picked up 
one phase of the results of the survey at 
the time it was completed, and then a 
year later a reporter for the New York 
Times covering a Jewish meeting in Eng- 
land, cabled in some of the same findings. 

There are numerous other surveys 
which are continuously being made but 
never offered for study as they should 
be by the leadership of the community. 
They remain the private property of the 
organization which sponsored them, and 
other organizations, perhaps some work- 
ing in the same field, do not get a chance 
to evaluate the findings as a guide to 
their own activities. 

This is wrong, of course, because in 
the final analysis the funds for making 
these surveys do not come from individ- 
ual organizations but from the commu- 
nity as a whole. 


Israel is saying that despite her dis- 
advantage in war materiel, if the Arabs 
attack they would be turned back be- 
cause of the superior courage and morale 
of the Israelis.

DAVE PETEGORSKY 


The death of Dave Petegorsky, 
expected though it was, came as a shock 
to his many friends. 

Although in organized Jewish life 
there is much rivalry, some of it often 
bitter and even vindictive, the whole 
professional Jewish community, not alone 
the Jewish community of the United 
States, mourns his death. He was cut 
down in the prime of life by cancer, and 
his last days were often filled with ex- 
cruciating pain. Yet the will to live 
being what it is, he hung on to life long 
past the time when its end would have 
been only a welcome release from suf- 
fering. 

The two things about him which 
seemed to us to be his outstanding traits 
were his courage and his incisive mind. 
The two traits were to steer him inevit- 


ably to leadership in the field he chose 
for his endeavors—the Jewish commu- 
nity. , 

Dave Petegorsky fought and won a 
principal battle. He came on the scene 
when the direction of the United States 
Jewish community, now already decided, 
was being debated. Was it right and 
proper for the Jews as Jews to stand up 
for all the oppressed, or should the Jews 
battle only for those issues which con- 
cerned them directly. 

This important victory has decided 
the program of the United States Jew- 
ish community for the next decade, and 
probably for as long as Jews will be 
Jews and there will still be oppression 
and prejudice. 

There is no greater monument that 
any man could ask for than this.

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Urges Jewish State On Both Sides Of Jordan 


@ Editor, National Jewish POST: 
In the spring of 1916 the Sykes- 
Picot agreement, negotiated be- 
tween France and Britain after 
talks with Weizmann, was 
signed. It truncated Palestine 
into six fragments. Sovereignty 
passed into the hends of the 
British Empire, Syria and French 
Lebanon. The other three frag- 
ments were under the territorial 
supervision of France, Britain 
and Russia. Jewish public opin- 
jon rose in protest and the plan 
was forgotten. Soon we were 
presenteq with the Balfour Dec- 
laration. Eastern Palestine, 
Transjordan was included in the 
articles of the mandate relating 
to the Jewish National Home. 
Interestingly enough, a dispute 
was then raging as to whether 
Western -Palestine was included 
in the territories which were to 
be under Arab control at the end 
of the war. Great Britain and 
Arab spokesmen differeq on the 
latter, the Arabs claiming that 
Palestine on the west or Jordan 
was theirs, their claim resting 
on a British treaty with the then 
Sheriff of Mecca, Huss@in. But 
everybody agreed that Eastern 
Palestine was ours, Nevertheless, 
Transjordan, a new _ sovereign 
state, arose on this undisputed 
Jewish territory. Amazing! 
There are those among us to 
whom a Jewish State has mean- 


ing only if it occupies the whole 
of our country, both east and 
west of Jordan, and there are 
those who have forgotten that 
the lands east of Jordan belong 
to us. 

The State of Israel insists on 
one thing only ... . peace. “We 
do not covet one inch of foreign 
territory.” Menachen Begin at 
the World Zionist Congress asked, 
“What is foreign territory? Jeru- 
salem? Bethlehem? Hebron?” 
Rabbi J. Maimon, former min- 
ister of religious affairs in the 
Knesset, recently called for an 
unequivocal enunciation of the 
historic Jewish claim to Pales- 
tine in an article in Hatzofeh, 
Igraeli organ of the Mizrachi. He 
directed his criticism mainly at 
the religious members of the 
Knesset. He stated that these 
religious leaders should be in 
the front rank to clamor for 


peace, and shoulg not be prepared - 


to give in to pressure for terri- 
torial concessions. 

Have they forgotten—or never 
knew—the words of Nachman- 
ides (in his addenda to the Sefer 
Hamitzvot of the Rambam) that, 
“We are in duty bound, as or- 
daineq by the Torah, to take pos- 
session of the land which the 
Almighty gave to the ancestors 
of Abraham, Isaac ang Jacob; 
and we must not leave the land 
in the hands of strangers.” He 


adds, “This commandment holds 
good for all generations at all 
times, and is obligatory On every 
Jew even while in the Exile.” 

His conclusion is, “For this 
land is ours and none of us is 
entitleg to relinquish even a span 
of it, and not even for the sake 
of peace. This is not a no-man’s- 
land nor every man’s Jand, but 
it is the Land of Israel/’ This 
is a vital conclusion reached by 
one of our greatest rabbis. 

Reliable correspondents are 
writing in the English press of 
the chaos now reigning in Jor- 
dan. Both Egypt and Iraq are 
interesteq in absorbing Jordan. 
These correspondents have ca- 
bleqg news Of a new, “original” 
idea of the Western Powers. 
Western diplomatic sources have 
advised Israel that if Iraq inter- 
venes in Jordan, Israel should 
not interfere, 

Israel must not listen. The Jew- 
ish people will never surrender 
its claim to our historic home- 
land. By right of historic pos- 
session, Eastern Palestine is Jew- 
ish even before the western part. 
We must not recognize the right 
of anyone to renounce our claim, 
a claim which our faith in the 
Almighty will never allow us to 
give up. A Jewish State on both 
sides of the Jordan—that is ours.

It was with a glow of the heart 
that I read Helen Cohen’s article 
“If Only We Could Be Like Brit- 
ish Jews.” Possibly the reason 
is that I am a British Jewess 
myself and have lived my whole 
life, except for the past four 
years, in Britain. 

The article quotes the Duke 
of Edinburgh at the Jewish Ter- 
centenary Celebrations: “. . . it’s 
(British Jewry’s) greatest 
achievement has been its suc- 
cess in fitting itself into the life 
of its adopted country and yet 
at the same time retaining a 
strong sense of common interest 
ang a reverence for all the best 
traditions of Jewish faith and 
culture.” Then the writer asks 
rather plaintively, “They have?” 
Then perhaps they can tell us 
over here, struggling so piteous- 
ly to achieve just that delicate 
balance, how they did it.” 

Yes, dear Mrs. Cohen, I’d be 
glad to tell you. 

We have Anglicized our names, 
our speech, our habits, even our 
cooking, but our Judaism, our 
most precious asset, we have 
kept strictly Jewish. There is no 
Anglicized Judaism, no flagrant 
violation of Biblical and Talmudic 
laws, brushed aside with an ex- 
Planatory “this is Britain.” Moses 
is not a naturalized British sub- 
ject. 

It is true that our spiritual 
leaders are called -“ministers,” 
but the rabbis are those who by 
Study and learning have earned 
“Smicha” and thereby the right 
to be styled “rabbi.” It is also 
true that our ministers wear 
their collars the wrong way like 
the Protestant ministers, but the 
essentials of Judaism are Jewish. 

The Sabbath is welcomed with 
services on Friday evening at the 
hour of sunset, rather than at 
an hour regulated by the Junior 
Chamber of Commerce's closing 
time for stores, plus the time it 
takes for the evening meal. The

ceremonies are well attended on 
Sabbath morning by parents who 
bring their children instead of 
children, some of whom might 
have managed to drag a parent 
or two along. ; 

The dietary laws are kept 
strictly and unashamedly and 
are recognized by the govern- 
ment. During the long and dreary 
rationing period, special provi- 
sion was made for the Jewish 
people to have extra supplies of 
the precious vegetable margarine 
and cooking fats as a substitute 
for the bacon coupons which they 
gladly relinquished, On all Jew- 
ish festivals children are auto- 
matically excuseq school attend- 
ance. Intermarriage is deplored, 
not accepted as British. 

These ara,but a few examples, 
there are Many more. 

This faithful adherence to our 
sacred laws has not only consol- 
idateg British Jewry’s Judaism, 
but it has earned for the Jews 
themselves a respect and venera- 
tion in all circles from the hum- 
blest of her subjects to the Queen 
herself a respect that might well 
be the envy of our brethren in 
other lands. 

The recipe is simple, really: 
A Jew without Judaism is neith- 
er Jew nor Gentile, and the Gen- 
tile is usually aware enough to 
detect whether there is “some- 
thing to” his Jewish neighbor 
or whether he is merely a cheap 
imitation of himself,

Hungry School Children 


To Get Meals After All 
HAIFA (NJP)—The 200 school 
children in Ir Hamifratz ma’abo- 
rot near here who faced a hun- 
gry summer will get free meals 
during the school holiday after 


all. After consultation between 
local officials and the Ministry 
of Education, it-was decided 
that it would be possible to pro- 
vide the food for the children, 
A day camp is also planned. 
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At the annual dinner of 
HADOAR, Emanuel Neumann 
proposed a $5 million fund 


for Hebrew culture. It is an 
idea of a “Keren Tarbut,” first 
advanced by Bialik and Ussish- 
kin some 20 or 30 years ago and 
which Neumann always liked. 

But Neumann warned ‘he au- 
dience that while the Zionist 
movement was now undertaking 
more cultural activity than it 
had done in the past it could not 
be expected to become primar- 
ily a cultural organization. 

Zionism, Neumann said, had 
acquired a certain character in 
the 59 years since the Basle con- 
gress and cannot now change it 
radically. It was born as a poli- 
tical nation-building, state-build- 
ing movement, and so it can 
continue. 


THAT BEING the case, I was 
mistaken when I expressed my 
view in this space that Neumann 
had finally accepted David Ben- 
Gurion’s view on the Zionist 
movement. 

Personally, I don’t see how you 
can ride on horseback when all 
you have is the reins, the saddle 
and the crop, while someone else 
rides the only available horse, 
but maybe there are some argu- 
ments to show me any new angle. 


IT IS IMPORTANT to know 
what Neumann’s position is, 
since he is being drafted as the 
coming president of the ZOA. 

So I made another mistake in 
predicting that the next presi- 
dent was Jacques Torczyner. 
This, however, belongs to one 
of my unending streams of dis- 
cussions on the state-of the 
movement. Just now I am dis- 
cussing HADOAR and the He- 
brew language in America. 

It is a far cry from the $5 
million proposed by Neumann to 
the $136,000 annual budget of 
HADOAR. Sixty thousand dol- 
lars come in through subscrip-

Ivrith. For the rest—\ell, there 
is the annual dinner. This is 


the second annual dinner of 
HADOAR in the 35 years of its 
existence as a weekly, the long- 
est-lived Hebrew ‘weekly in the 
history of Hebrew periodicals, 
(Incidentally, the first Hebrew 
periodical in this country (the 
United States) made its appear- 
ance 85 years ago.) 


IT IS A FAR CRY, as I said, 
from the $15,000 yearly given 
the HADOAR by the Histadruth 
Ivrith to the $5 million proposed 
by Neumann. The $60,000. com- 
prising subscriptions and ads 
vertisements, are staple income 
even when there is a $5 million 
fund. But the $15,000 represents 
a shockingly small sum coming 
from an organization like His- 
tadruth Ivrith, whose function 
is intended to be just what Neu- 
mann expects the “Keren ‘Tars 
but” to be, and whose most ime 
portant activity, after all, is the 
publication of HADOAR. 

In fact, when I wrote in this 
space about the Histadruth Iv-» 
rith dinner, I spoke mostly about 
HADOAR and its founder Mena- 
chem Ribalow and its present 
editor, Moshe Maisets. 

How to turn the Histadruth 
Ivrith into,a $5 million founda- 
tion is the $64,000 question. 

I see that Margoshes, in his 
column, praises HADOAR even 
more than I did. I agree with 
Margoshes that HADO/R is as 
good a magazine as can be 
found anywhere in the world. 

Lately, I have been agreeing 
with Margoshes. Like when he 
said, after the Zionist Congress, 
what I said before it met: That 
it was the poorest ever. 

But, as Yomtov Hellman, now 
of Jerusalem, and formerly one 
of the co-editors of HADOAR, 
wrote in the last issue of 
HADOAR: We, anyway, the 
Congress, elected a president.

ent. Wouk was attending as a 
member of the executive com- 
mittee of the society which, as 
you know, the Governor heads. 
McKeldin noticed that Wouk 
wasn't eating, and immediately, 
went over to him saying: “Don’t 
worry, you can eat anything 
here. This dinner is catered by 
Bluefield, a strictly kosher cater- 
er in Baltimore.” 

Interestingly, the onlytime 
that wine is ever served at the 
State House in Annapolis—the 
Governor being a_ tetotaller—is 
at Jewish holiday eelebrations, 
where sacramental wine is called 
for.

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ZIONIST BODY 
HAILS REFUSAL 
TO AID DAM 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (NJP) 
The refusal of the United 
States government to help fi- 
nance the high Aswan dam in 
Egypt was interpreted here by 
I. L. Kenen, director of the 
American Zionist Committee for 
Public Affairs “as a sign of the 
hardening of the administra- 
tion’s attitude toward military 
dictatorships,” in a statement 
issued here this week. 

The statement called on the 
administration to “grant Is- 
rael’s reqv- for jet planes and 
other defensive arms... .” 


THE COMPLETE statement 
declared: 

“We strongly favor economic 
assistance to raise living stand- 
ards in the Middle East, but not 
to subsidize those who oppose 
peace and would waste the re- 
sources of their country on 
Senseless arms traffic. 

“The Administration’s action 
is vigorous confirmation of our 
government’s disillusionment 
with Nasser and reflects a hard- 
ening of the Administration’s 
attitude toward military dictator- 
ships, which seek to intimidate 
and threaten the United States 
by intrigue with Communists. 


“THE ADMINISTRATION’S 
realistic attitude should now be 
reinforced by decisive measures 
to strengthen the truly demo- 
cratic elements in the Middle 
East. We hope that the Admin- 
istration, which now recognizes 
the menace of Nasser, will grant 
Israel’s request for jet planes 
and other defensive arms _ to 
counter that menace.”
